CURRENCY REFORM CHIEF NEED.

Our Business Must be Too Large for the
Antique System in Force. A Central
Bank of Issue Necessary.

With a curreney elreulation of 83246
per capila, this vountry has bheen trying
in vain to keep moving a business total-
ing about $1850 per capita aunoally.

What wonder that the ocountry s
plunged, periodieally, into panie and
paralysist What wonder it is necessary
to suspend money payments and go to
a clearing house certificate basis until
the banks can colleet enough currency
to make a new start on the old lines?

Our national wealth is rated at £1310
per capita, and our primary productive
turn-over is above §$100 per capita; but
the Government gives us only $32.50
per eapita in money to facilitate the ex-
change of commaodities.

Just look at this comtrast: The law
réquires 4 bank to keep 15 to 85 in
cash as u reserve aguinst each $100 of
deposita, so that payment  on demand
will be assured; and yet the Government
furnishes the people with only SLI8 in
currency for each $100 of our famm and
mine products. The banks keep a 25
per cent reserve; but the governmen:
gives the people a circulating medinm of
only 3240 against every, ®I310 of
wealth,

Of course there is trouble—not becausy
we haven't enmough property to be sol-
vent, and mnch more, but beeause we
haven't enough curreney in cireulation
to meet the vash needs of buyers and
sellers— of debtors and creditors.

Meantime, the prime commercial oredit
which underlies clearing of $158,000,000,-
000 a year, is allowed to go to waste.
This credit, properly used by a central
bank of issue, would give the people an
abundance of sound bank notes at all
times. Then outrageous fluctuations of
interest rates would ceéase forever, and
“merip™ would be no more,

There is no patviotism higher, no ser
viee for the commonwealth more neces
sary, no benefaction more general, than
this: Every intelligent American should
consider it a duty to urge his Represen.
tative in Congress to vote for currency
roforni.

We can see no other feasible way of
giving the people sure, safe, and per-
manent relief from the dangers and
vexation of the present bond-secured
curreney systom.

NEW YORK. Deg, 8—Among New York's
liglons institutions the most remark-
able as it certainly is the best attended
is that which holds its meelings every
Sunday night in famous Cooper Union
where so many historic audiences have
gathered. The congregation is regularly
over three thousand, that is it is limited
only by the capncity of the hall, and
there is no lack of interest in the pro-
veedings. There is no pulpit and no
preaching in the ordinary sense although
the leading clergyman of almost all de-
u~!uimulmms oocupy} the platform at
varfous {imes, Another odd feature is
that those who occtpy the pews, or
vather the ohairs, are allowel to ask
questions and are encouraged to express
their own views, The meetings are parl
of the mwork of the People's Instituie and
and Diregtor Charles Sprague Smith,
who founded this unique Sunday ivstitu-
tion, ealls it “a creedless church for the
